Says T here A re Technical M atter* of 
Such C haracter as to N ecessitate the 
U tm ost Secrecy, but C ountry Is Not 
Interested In Them. 


O FFICERS CHOSEN. 


San Diego, Cal. 
April 7.— Inform a­ 
tion from M agdalena bay is th a t R ear 
Admiral Thom as, tem porarily In com­ 
m and of the Atlantic fleet since the 
d eparture of Admiral Evans, is busily 
engaged in getting the m ultitudinous 
affairs of the fleet in hand. 
“I shall not rem ove p erm anently to 
the C onnecticut,” said Admiral T hom ­ 
as. 
“ I will tak e with m e only w hat I 
require for a few weeks, m aintaining 
my q u arters on the M innesota in case 
I should wish to come back to them. 
“ It is Adm iral E v an s’ intention to 
rejoin the fleet as soon as he is able 
to do so.” 
A dm iral Thom as m ade a ra th e r un­ 
usual pronouncem ent regarding pub­ 
licity affecting the fleet. 
“ It has al­ 
w ays been m y belief,” he said, "that 
th e public is entitled to know every­ 
thing concerning the navy th a t is con­ 
sistent with its welfare.
